FIRE AT MESSRS. BLACKHEAD 
AND CO.'s. 

About cight o'clock lust night fire was 
discovered at Missra Blackhead and Co.'s 
godown on the Praye, ‘Phe coutents of the 
godown consisted chiefly of urine stores, 
including ropes, oil, canvas, paint, &e. 
A dense amuke wus seen issuing: from 
the godawn at the time mentioned, and 
when the doors were forced by the Fire 
Brigade (who arrived a few minutes after 
thu digcevery was made) the smouldering 
fire barat into Hime, In spite of the efforts 
of tho Brigade, and notwithstanding that 
there wus an abundant supply of water 
available, the fige continued to hold its own 
for about two hours, dcstreying u large part 
of the slick in tho gudown and ascending 
to the upper flours of the building, which 
aro vecupied by Mosers Melchers and Co. 
Messrs Blackhead and Ce.’a front store 
was untouched by fire, Tho stock in 
the insured for $93,500, 
divided as follows ;—Lancashire Insurance 
Co. {Messrs Aruhold, Kurborg & Cu. ageuts), 
$17,000; Hamburg-Magdeburg Fire In- 
surance Co. (Messrs Sander and Co.), 
$10,000 ; Traneatlantic Fire Insurance Co, 
(Mersre Siemissen and Co, ), $17,530 ; Reyal 
Insurance Co. (Messrs Melchera and 
Co.}, $20,000; China Fire Ineurance 
Cu., $10,000; Commercial Union Insur- 
auce Co, (Messrs Gitb, Livingston and Cv.), 
$10,000. Bfessra Blackhead aud Cv, value 
their stock before the fire at $70,000 and 
estimate the damago at two-thirds, The 
danmuge to Messrs Melehers’ premiscs is 
roughly eatimated at £15,00u, 

The godown was locked up for the night 
at five o'clock, and shortly after eight the 
watchman on daty at the premises heard 
some of tho Chinese servants in Messrs 
Melchers and Ov.’a premises shouting that 
the godown waa on fire. Tho alarm was at 
ones given, and in a few minutes the per- 
tuanent staff uf the Fire Brigade had got a 
dispatch barrow with an extra coil of hose 
to the.spot and obtained o powerful stream 
of water from the street hydrant. The 
tioging of tho alarm bell svon brought 
the other members of the Brigade to the 
scenc@f the fire. Three steam fire-engines 
were quickly at work, and Messrs Blick- 
head. and Co.'s Jaunch, which had been 
brought alongside tho Praya wall, was also 
utilised in pumping water. No fire could 
bo seon at fest, but from openings iv the go- 
down poured § thick; suflooating sinvke, 
With the opening of the dvora the fire 
flamed up, and it was then seen that it.had 
gota very dangerove hold of the premises. 
hero was.great reason for fearing that; 
the fire would be able to spread to the{ 
Hongkong Hotel store-room, which ad- 
joins the godowu, but the energetic efforts 
of the Brigade, under the dircetion of 
Superintendent Wodchouse, were successful 
in averting this dunger. Ic was not found 
possible, however, tu keep the fica from 
reaching Messrs Molchers and Co.’s offices, 
but fortunately the employes, who were dp

(London & China Express, 8th Aug.)

Adm'val Sir William Montagu Dowell, 
K.C.B., late Oommander-in-Chicf ot De- 
vonport, has boon placed on the retired list 
of his rank, in accordance with the Order 
in Conneil of 1870, having attained the 
aixty-fifth yeor of his aye. Entering the 
acrvice over half c ntucy ayo, the gallant 
ofiicer took part in the China War of 1841 
and subsequontly warked in the trenches at 
the singe of Sehastopol, whera he was 
wounded, Ho was ;resent at tho capture 
of Canton in 1867, and at the taking of 
Sinonv-Snki, Japan, in 1964. Tle was on 
the Ohina Station from 1884 or 1885, and 
in December, 1888, was appointed to the 
post which he has now relinquished. 

Admiral Sir William Dowell, K.C.B., 
relnted the following ancedoto to the 
cadets on boatd the Britannia the other 
week. ‘Tam,’ he said, ‘not in the habit 
of apeaking about myself, but I should like 
to tell you a short stury concerning my life. 
Thave been mors fortunate than most of 
my neighbours. A man with ordinary 
abilities, nothing liko a Tot of interest, I 
started in the service having my own way to 
make. I sven found mysolf a lieutenant. 
and how could I go beyond that? Well, I 
wont uty the gunnery line, and in another 
year or two J found myself junior gunnery 
licutenant of 1 90-gunship. The captain said 
1 must keep watch. and I told him I could 
not do that and the gunnery dutivs too. 
The captain replied that Lmust kesp my 
watch, and that Ihe gunner might do tha 
gunnery duties.

There was no help 
for it, sa T did both duties, Some said I 
was a fool, and seine suid I was setting a 
bad oxample forthe othera, Well, thoship 
was four years in commission, and at the 
end of that time the Crimean war broke 
ont. Being gunnery liontonant 1 was land- 
ed, and when the promotions came out I 
fount mysclf a commander. Soon after I 
happened to go to China, and I became a 
captain...

HOW THE CHINESE MANAGE 
THINGS 

The readicat way to ascerlain what one 
thinks on the subject of prvolicul hygiene in 
the sick-roum, is not to inquire after his 
opinions at a time when there is no de- 
mestic sickness but to observe what ia dono 
when some member of the household falls 
ill, Tt is a venerabla adage that actions 
speak louder than words. The surest 
way to ascertain the Chineso style uf ad- 
ministering their internal ¢ffaira is not to 
interview the scholar who is crammed with 
the classics, 23 a Bulogia sausage with 
Theat, but to take careful account of what 
ia done ata time when matters coma to a 
kind of crisis, For observations of this 
nature there has been no yoar go favourable 
as the present, since the great famine of 
1876-78. Some weeks ago, the Grand Canal 
broke iu this province, a little.te the north 
of Téchou. “The mogistrate of the latter 
district wished to step the gap, but was 
tuinble to do en, for the lack of stalks of 
kaoliang, which could not posib!y be pro 
cured in enfticient quantities. It ia current- 
ly reported that be then appealed to tho 
district magistrate of Eubsien, the next 
county south, to aid him by collecting a 
aupply of stnlks. To thisthe maturul reply 
would be ‘Maud your own business, and 
get your etatke where you can’. [et is 
certain that the Evhsicu magiatraté mado 
no auch reply, and the popnlar interpreta- 
tion uf it is that the Téchav magistrate 
had tho advnntags of the other, owing 
to a knowledge of something which 
it was desirable should not be told at 
the provincial capital. The Enhaien 
official ordered his tiaes to gather the 
etalka, and the latter with one voice repurt- 
td that it was impossible. Upon this, they 
waro soverely beaten to make it ‘ possible,’ 
and according to report, etil! maintained to 
his Excelicney’s face that to taka Enhsien 
stalks fur a Téchou river bank was contr.ry 
to all precedent and to the eteroal princi- 
ples of right. As the result, it is said hate 
very insufticiont supply of stalks wos found 
and delivered, and—not uacd The exten- 
sive region knowu as Under-the-bank, ex- 
tending along th: Grand Canal from Ssun- 
tasn 20 Ii sonth of Vécheu, to the suburbs 
of Linch ingctou, has been under water for 
several weeks, Tho southern end of this 
depreasion is so low that tho 
toa largo extent ruined, 
been pouring into this great Aatfor } spsca 
ofa month aud a half. No official) notice 
of this unimporiant drcumstance setms to 
have been taken, by tho magistrates most 
concerned, other than to report it to the 
“provincial capital When the fiood at the 
northern end had become so great {hat it 
was seriously endangering the territory 
‘ On-the-bank’ as well as that balow, and 
whin the water in the canal had gone duwa 
so much that the water in the flat was some 
feet above thatin the canal, it occurred to 
sme of the people who were in permanent 
pickle, with their crops ruined, and their 
houses {uabliug about them, that it would 
bea wise thing to let the water out from 
the basin into the river, This, it will be 
observed, is a totally different thing from 
the common plan of cutting the bank of a 
neighbour and letting tho water out upon 
“him. It the water with which one is inun- 
dated may not be allowéd to ran off into 
the river, whera may it ron? The details 
of the ensuing events are in that inextrio- 
able confusion: common to all Chinese 
history in times of great excitement, but 


tho leading facta are reasonably assured. 
There was_a haif-formed plan to open the 
tiver-bank: and let cut the water, as de- 
scribed. The opening ‘vas to be made with 
the tacit consent—though not the ezprocs 
authorisation; which cou!d pot be granted — 
of the authorities. The opening was te be 
made near Ssuntissu, on tharight bank of the 
Canal, The opposite side of the river at 
this point is under the jarisdiction of Té- 
chou, = The pices on that side, alarmed at 
the report of the intended plan, feared. that 
if this opening. were once made the rezult 
would‘ bheto wash away the bank of their 
side of the siver, and destroy their village. 
OF this there was epparently but a very 
temote chancs, but in atch times man is 
scarcely tobe detorited-as a reasuning 
animal, Ja tho dead of the night a party 
of several hundred wen from the north of 
the river cromed on a ferrz, and planned 


nttaching party had gone by, and then 
raised the inhabitants of Ssuniiaan to defend 
themselves, A temple bell was rung, gongs 
beaten, and. hordes uf men rusted out, ba 
fore the bante had been ent. The met 
fromthe ot side ‘thea™ boat a’ hasty 
retreat. The night waa dark, the ferryboat

80 as to let tho water from tho plain into 


the river, This gap was no doubt dono by 
the people, with tho cvnnivance of the 
othcial, Ao it is situated at tho junction of 
three counlie, it is not unlikely to have 
beon w matter of quiet understanding be- 
tween alk tho officials, The .reault of the 
battles aud tho losg of. life, will bo faw- 
suite lasting for a long time to come. 

Tho destitution has already begua to 
bear its inevitable fruit, in the stealing of 
crops, Sore villages have fuw boats ant 
moro have none at all. Tho*e persona who 
have boats mako excursions to their sub- 
aqneons farma, to cut off the hends of the 
half-ripened*kaoliang, and while doing this 
find it convenient to collect as much as 
possible of that of their neighbours, es- 
pecially if tho latter happon tobe men of 
another village. In tio instances of which 
we have heard, this has resulicd in a 
lawsuit compromised by afenst.

“TRE RAUB MINES, 

Tho Straits. Zones gives tho following 

history of the enterpriae from its beginning 
until now :— 


1888. 


In October 1888, 2 mincr named Robert 
Sefton arrived in Queensland, bringing 
word that he hod come acrosa a rich gold 
mino in Pahong, Maly Peninsula, at 
a place calcd Raub, in the hands of 
a chief called Rajat Impey, avd that he 
had made terma with him tu work it by 
rioans of w company to be etarted in Au- 
atralia. 

1889. 


Scfton formed a prospecting party and 
returned to Raub in Murch 1889... ‘Fhe pros- 
pectors, including Dir. ‘i. W. Brown, said 
they found Scftou's roport borne ovt by 
their own experience, and ascertained that 
the mine was under a concession held by 
Rajabs Impey und Ismail, who worked it 
unti! Syed Muhamed Alsagotl, who also had 
a claim upon it, got them to amalgamate 
with the Mulay Peninsula Prospecting Qum- 
pany. ‘Then Mesars. Lascelles and Rica 
j arrived from Australia ou the same business 
and from the same principals, and supcrsed- 
ed Mr. B.own in the negetiation. The 
concession cventually passed into the hands 
of these gentlemen and others, on terms 
horeafter stated, and a Syndicate was 
formed in Queeneland to work it. 
| Preparations wero then made to send out 
; Mr. Bibby and a party of wen to the mine 
with stamping and other machinery, So 
matters stood in the middle of last year. 

About that time Mr Brown aud Mr Sef- 
tom began to sell shares, but without scrip, 
‘each share being assumed tu be afive-hun- 
dred Vhoysandth part of the Syndicate’s 
interest. For such shares thry got various 
prices from 28/ down io 10/, and the shares 
wero alwaya sold for ocagh, as a favour, to 
cager buyere. 

Oo the 30th August, Messra Bibby and 
Sefton, uloug with the prospectors and the 
muchinery, arrived hora in the steamer 
Devouhurst, They set out fur Raub on the 
‘vth September, leaving Singapore in two 
detachments, some going vie Pekan and the 
main body by way of Kuala Lumpur. The 
latter: reached Raub on the JOch of that 
month, On tho 2ith September, Mr Sefton 
returned to Singapory, and reported that 
sixteen tons of machinery had reached 
spot thres miles from Ruub, but that the 
baduess of the ground barred further pro- 
gress. - . 

On the 2nd October, soveral shareholders 
of the Malay Peninsula Prospecting Com- 
pany spplicd to the directors of the latter 
for particulars regarding the sale of Raub, 
On the 12th Octuber, the eumpany met and 
‘henrd explanations that Raub had been 
sold to the Australian Syndicate, that 
£5,000 of tho purchaso moncy had been 
received, and that £5,000 more were «x. 
pected at the end of the following month, 

t was agreed to refer the question of the 
sole of Raub tua committee. On the b2th 
i November the Raub Syndicate was re. 
gistored at Brisbane with a enpital of une 
million sterling. On tho '3th November, 
"the directors of the Mulny Peninsula Pro- 
specting Company ‘reported to tho sahare- 
holders that Riub had been sold to the 
Australian Syndicate for £280,000 of which 
£220,000 was to ba in fully paid shares 
of a company which was afterwards 
arranged to have £1,000,000 capital. 
News reached Sivgapore that month that 
the Australian Syndicate intended to eata- 
blish here a local board and a share register, 
and olso that the difficulties of transporting 
the machinery to Raub from Pekan were 
proving greater than the Avstralians bad 
antic’ pated. The Malay Peninsula Prospec- 
ting Company met on the 19th November 
and ascertained that the Raub blo k suld 
extended ovcr 20 square miles, and that of 
the £230,000 received for it 10% would go 
to Mr Anderson, 20% of the remainder to 
the Company, and the balance to Syed 
Mohamed Alsaguolf and his partuers, For 
varivus legal, technical, and other reasons 
a vuiid delivery of these 220,000 fuily paid- 
[up «ne pound shures has not yet been 
made, and the shares on the market have 
been the original Syndicate shares (for 
which there never was any scrip) and after- 
wards ono pound* shares 17/6 paid, 17/7 
paid, and 17/9 paid of ‘the Raub Australian 
Syndicate Ltd,” 

Raub shares began to be quoted in our 
columns on the 3rd December 1889, at 10/6 
sellere, They stood vn the 3!st December 
at 9/ sellers, but these were ‘original 
syndicato shares,’ concerning which it was 
afterwards made cloar that 6 of them 
oarresponded to 7 of the shares of ‘the 
‘Raub Australian Syndicate Limited,’ which 
latter shares are now the ones quoted. The 
end of the year found the Australiana hard 
at work making roads for transporting the 
machinery to Raub. :

In. January, Raub scrip began to be 
forwarded from Brisbane. to Singapore, 
Towards tho middle of the month, the 
Australians began tv pump the nitue, but 
met with difficulties frum foods. .
